About noon of 
the 22d, about two.hendred of the most re- 
puisive and viliainous looking ruffians in the 
city, including a large number of soldiers of 
10lst battalion of national guards, marched 
in a body to the place im front of the Hotel 
de Vulle, uttering revolutionary cries, and 
ealling upon the citizens to arm. Nerer, 


during the present troubles, has a 
crowd been seen bringing so vividly 
to mind the horrors of the old 
French revolution. They oecupiedthe place 
over an hour, without any opposition, sing- 
ing, shouting and yelling. In the meantime 
a emall guard of Mobiles and Bretons were 
drawn up in front of the Hotel de Ville, who 
stood their ground, avoiding any collision 
with the mob by all means fn their power. 
After ane o’clock the adjutant in command, 
advancing in front of the men, on account of 
a somewhat more threatening demonstration 
by the crowd, was fired upon, and fell severely 
wounded On the head and arm. Immediately on 
seeing their officer fall the Mobiles fired on the 
crowd, creating a terrible panic. Unafortu- 
nately a number of persons who had gather- 
ed as lookers op, encouraged by the le 

of time which had elapsc@ witbout violence, 
were drawn up in front of the Hotel de Ville 
and received the shots of the Mobiles. As 
the crowd fied shrieking, apparently filty 
of their number were left on the ground. 
Afterwards it was ascertained that five were 
killed, including one woman aad twe child- 
ren, and eighteen woupded, more or less 
severely, besides seyeral slighter hurts, At 
the game moment that the Mobiles fired, a 
number of muskets were discharged from the 
windows of the houses on the east side of the 
place occupied by the rioters. Three or four 
of the Mobiles fell from the fire, which was 
badly directed. The old casemates, above the 
statue of Henri Quarire were completely rid. 
dled with bullits, After several 
rounds had been fired, the Mobiles 
withdrew from the building, anda large 
force of National Guards came at double- 
quick time along the Rue Bivoli, with Vinoy 
at their head. As they approached the Hotel 
de Ville, the. rioters left the houses and fied 
before them, the guards ing them to es- 
cape without shooting or arresting. It is said 
that Flourens, one of the prominent rioters in 
the last attack before the firing began, was 
not seen egain afterwards.
